Drawings 

Two (2) sheets of formal drawings were filed on 1/23/2006 and have been 
accepted by the examiner. 

Specification

may become aware in the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The claims are objected 1-6 and 8-15 to because they include reference 
characters which are not enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m). 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1-6 and 8-15 has allowable subject matter. 

In regards to Claim 1 : Prior art to Semura (5,696,860) in view of Kondo (JPO 
2002-1 6221 1 ) is silent to the limitation of a tuber wherein the tube is not directly fixed to 
a surface of the object to be measured; and the fiber Bragg grating sensor is inserted 
into the tube and both ends of the FBG sensor are firmly secure to the sensor hold 
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groove of the fixing piece by an adhesive and each fixing piece with the tuber receiving 
portion is a single structural body . Claims 2-6 and 8 depends on Claim 1 . 

In regards to Claim 9: Prior art to Semura (5,696,860) in view of Kondo (JPO 
2002-1 6221 1 ) is silent to the limitation of a fastening member fixes the tube but not 
change a tension condition of the FBG sensor as claimed in Claim 9. Claims 10-15 
depends on Claim 9. 

For the reasons above 1-6 and 8-15 are allowed.
